Rev. )J. N. Brunton, chaplain of the 
yuicafi Casing Club, delivered his an- 
'm<£paddress to curlers at the Union 
cUirch on Sunday evening. There wer*i 
but few curlers absent, and the con¬ 
gregation "filled the church to capacity, 
and all heard a truly and splendid ser-j 
morv on the subject, “A great player 
in the bonspiel.” The choir was com¬ 
posed entirely of gentlemen, and 
every one a curler. Displayed in front 
of the desk were curling stones, 
brooms, and a beautiful silver trophy, 
suitable decorations for the occasion. 
The sermon was a very splendidly ar- 
langed series of lessons from the 
game with a religious application, and 
was a discourse that conveyed profit 
and pleasure to a keenly interested as¬ 
sembly. The pastor presented his wel¬ 
come and that of the church in the 
following address: 

“It is a great pleasure both in my 
own name and the name of the officers 
of the church to welcome to this serv¬ 
ice the members and friends of the 
curling association. I can assure you 
that it lias always been a great satis¬ 
faction to tne to observe the good fel¬ 
lowship that Exists among the mem¬ 
bers of the association, and this is 
only a reflection of the fine spirit that 
exists in your town and community. 
This is a day of clubs. Jloys and girls 
and men and women are today form¬ 
ing into clubs and associations for the 
purpose of mutual fellowship, recrea¬ 
tion and social intercourse. But a club 
without an object has no reason for 
existence. The object and purpose of 
the curling club is to encourage tlfc 
game in which so many take a delight 
and pleasure to foster brotherhood 
and elevate good conduct. And I can 
assure you that it would be a good 
thing for our whole social system if 
the object and aim of every one of 
them were to foster and elevate good 
conduct I understand that in Eng¬ 
land a new club is being organized, 
called the “Jolly Monday Club.” The 
object of the club is to take the blue¬ 
ness out'of the first day of the week. 
The members are supposed to smile 
when they rise in the morning and 
keep smiling all day. They are sup¬ 
posed to greet one another (With a 
happy new week to you, and-why not 
since you cannot h«»e a happy year 
until you have happy weeks. \§ome of 
the rules of the club are: Husband is 
supposed to say to his wife on Mon¬ 
day morning: “Good bye, darling. I 
am glad it is Monday. I shall be able 
to go to my office and earn more 
money for you and the kiddies.” Wife 
is supposed to say tA her neighbor: 
“Glad it’s Monday. Wash day has 
come around again.” The employer is 
supposed to say to himself: “I'm glad 
it’s Monday. No more wages to pay 
until Saturday night.” It seems to 
me that this would be a very good 
club for any town* or community, for 
most people today have formed a 
habit of borrowing trouble. The habit 
is all wrong as it is a phase of unbe¬ 
lief and that is the worst kind of bor¬ 
rowing. It, creates debt which ruins j 
the nerves, destroys optimism and 
weakens resolution. It is unnecessary 
because God holds the key to the fu¬ 
ture. The fact is that we ought to 
trust because in the last analysis we 
have very little to do with the great 
things in our lives. After all the great 
things in our lives have been decided 
for- us. The age in which I was to 
live and Work nobody asked my wishes 
about. Sometimes I think I should 
have liked to have lived in the days of 
Pericles and Plato. I should have lik¬ 
ed to have walked the streets of Rome 
in the days of her glory, I wouldn’t 
mind having been a playmate of 
Shakespeare and fished with him on 
banks of Avon. Who my fathi r and 
mother was to be, the color of my 
skin, I was not asked of these things. 
They have all been settled for us. 
God has promised to take care of us, 
so why worry? 

“I am safe in saying that the suc¬ 
cess or failure of life’s vocation is 
largely determined .by the atmos¬ 
phere of the soul. Timid souls get no 
where, self pitying souls are doomed 
to failure before the game begins. 
Self pity is that which embraces in its 
sweeps the inability to accept hard 
luck as a part of the game. I have

seen more candidates beaten on the 
competitive field of sport than any 
other. They always called it hard 
•Hick but it wasn’t hard luck but the 
lack of the proper fiber to keep them 
going in spite of misfortune, to take 
the break in the game when it came, 
always with the understanding that 
fortune favors the fighter. les¬ 

sons that we learn from sport in this 
Connection might be applied to the 
great game ofHTfe. These lessons will 
show that ihe man who begins by pi¬ 
tying himself is doomed to failure. 
This seems to be the object of all our 
games and coptpsts, to develop all 
around manhood, and prepare us for 
the larger business of life. As we ad¬ 
vance in the journey of life the con¬ 
test grows sharper. We take upon, 
ourselves responsibilities. We become 
sponsers for the lives and welfare of 
others. Every latent ability, every 
particle of our vitality, every muscle 
of our anatomy is brought into exer¬ 
cise and we feel that we are in the 
thick of the fight. .Everyday the 
stripe is renewed, every day finds us 
encamped upon the field. New diffi¬ 
culties appear on every hand. As we 
advance further into life we find im¬ 
pediments in the way. The old body 
cannot bear the strain. It begins to 
give way. We find ourselves sick for 
the first time -and then we continue 
the fight with an enemy in the strong¬ 
hold. Cares and sorrows come to us 
to break our spirit and lbosen our 
grasp on things around us. Senses be¬ 
gin to fail, and then it becomes a ques¬ 
tion as to whether we will be able to 
hold our place against younger men 
pushing to the front. These younger 
men are feeling all the push of neces¬ 
sity and ambition. They are where 
you and I were once trying to get a 
foothold, and we are holding on to 
nur place with desperate tenacity for 
the sake of those dependent upon us. 
At last comes death and^the old man 
is borne to the grave by comrades that 
are left in the field or by younger 
men who have learned to honor and 
admire the veteran. And it seems 
that in the new industrial brotherhoods 
that are arising in this age of the 
world these facts ought to be recog¬ 
nized and provided for, and old age 
with its helplessness ouplit not to be 
considered the most undesirable por¬ 
tion of life. .QnJJj? other hand it 
ought to be considered as the time of 
glory after the toil and fight of many 
years. Brotherhoods ought not to take 
care of the veterans and convert the 
competitions of life into an endeavor 
to care and provide for. those who 
have borne the burden in the hept of 
the day. It is said that when Long¬ 
fellow wps well advanced in years, his 
hair as white as snow, but his cheeks 
as red as a rose, a friend asked him 
how it was that he was able to keep 
so vigorous and write so beautifully. 
Pointing to a blossoming apple tree 
the poet implied “That apple tree is 
very old but I hever saw prettier blos¬ 
soms on it than that which it now. 
bears. The tree grows a little new 
wood each year and I suppose that it 
is from this new wood that these 
blossoms come. Like the apple tree I 
try to grow a little new' wood each 
year.” And so brethren we cannot 
stop the flight of time but we can 
grow a little new wood each year and 
keep on blossoming until the end of 
the race.” 

The speaker, closed by extending to 
the members and friends of the as¬ 
sociation New Year’s greetings and 
oppressed the hope that they would 
SI enter the arena again and continue 
the fight until God shall crown them 
with his “Well done.”

Meetings

The annual school meeting was held 
on Saturday anti was attended by on¬ 
ly the five trustees and two ratepay¬ 
ers from outside the town. It is 
when there is fault tot find that these 
meetings are well attended, and thus 
it "may be taken as >a compliment to 
the board when there were so few 
present; The formalities of such a 
meeting were properly observed and 
the required reports presented. The 
financial statement appears elsewhere 
in this issue of The Advocate. x 

Like the school meeting, the town 
meeting on Monday night was at¬ 
tended only by a few, and likewise si¬ 
lence on tjie part of the ratepayers 
can be accepted as approval of thy 
course of the council. Reports were 
presented and accepted and the state¬ 
ment of the auditor and treasurer is 
given publicity in this Issue of the pa¬ 
per. 

Monday next is nomination day and 
selections are to be made to fill tho 
vacancies on the school board oc¬ 
casioned by the expiration of the 
terms of Messrs E. McPherson and 
G. Dickenson. The Retiring members 
of the town council are Messrs. Dewie, 
Elves and Stack. 


Last week mention was made of the 
annual congregational meeting of the 
Vulcan Union church, and the busi¬ 
ness and social features of that event 
were reported. 

There was a representative attend¬ 
ance and those present received and 
considered a succession of reports 
from every department of the church 
organization, and every one of those 
reports, without a single exception, 
were proof of progress and splendid 
financial condition. Altogether, the 
Union church is in a gratifying state 
of prosperity. J . 

The report of the session, presented 
by Rev. Mr. Brunton, expressed gra¬ 
titude to the choirs and other organi¬ 
zations within the u churc'h for their 
service and co-operation. There are 
115 families, including 460 individuals, 
under pastoral oversight. Three com¬ 
munion services were held during the 
year with an average attendance of 
6J. The pastor officiated at 16 bap. 
tisms, 8 funerals and ’ 5 marriages. 
One new elder and 31 new fnembers 
were received into.the church during 
the year. The members of the ses¬ 
sion for 1924 are: Rev. J. N. Brunton, 
moderator,- F. A. Elves, clerk; J. H. 
Cook, W. Jennejohn and J. Graham. 

Mrs. Pettman presented the reoort 
of the Women’s M issionary Society, 
giving the number of meetings held, 
visitations to the sick, and other, de¬ 
tails of their efforts, which included 
the collection of clothing and supplies 
and the distribution of literature. The 
total of their finances was $146.50, all 
of which was expended in the work 
.of the society, as well as a report of 
their very successful operation for the 
year, were printed in The Advocate 
two weeks ago. 

The Mission Band, an organization 
of little folk, accumulated the sum of 
$4.16, all of which was sent to the 
Presbyterial secretary. The Band of¬ 
ficers for the year are: Mrs. W. H. 
Scott, leader; Miss Doris McPherson, 
president; Miss Mabel McPherson, se¬ 
cretary; Miss Sylva Green, treasurer. 

' The Sunday school report was pre¬ 
sented by Mr. Dyce Allan. It was in 
every way satisfactory, showing an 
average attendance of 79.6, and total 
leceipts of $262.36. The expenditure 
for supplies, papers, and other things, 
amounted Co $210.23, and the new year 
starts with a balance of 52.13. The 
school staff for the year is headed by 
Mr. Donald Sinclair, whose selection 
received unanimous approval of the 
congregational meeting, is as follows:

Mr. W. D. Allan, secretary-treasurer; 
Miss Ruby Graham, organist; Teach¬ 
ers—primary, Mrs. Walk and Miss 
Fair; senior hoys, Rev. J. N. Brunton;

The C.G.I.T., senior and junior 
jointly reported receipts of $34.50, of 
which amount $13.25 was expended, 
leaving a balance on hand of $11.25. 
Following are the officers for the cur¬ 
rent year: Senior, Mrs. J. N. Brunton, 
leader; Miss Maude Shaw, president; 
Miss Ena Watt, vice president; Miss

Mrs. T. LeBow, presented the re-

has first place in enterprise and. re¬ 
sults. Carrying a balance from last 
year, and adding thereto from the 
proceeds oi fees, supper ami other en¬ 
terprises, their * receipts -t. tailed 
$1556.18. The disbursements includ¬ 
ed payment for the papering of the 
manse, decorating the church interior, 
a donation to the school fair, and 
other expenses. The b a l an ce on hand 
is $1179:46, and to this can bo added 
a loan of $360 made tol the chuich 
management some time) ago. The la¬ 
dies have undertaken 4° finance the 
construction of a cement basement un¬ 
der the church, and have invited re¬ 
presentation from the church on their 
building committee, and Messrs. Jen¬ 
nejohn and Dewie have been selected. 
This society will carry on during the 
current year with the following offi¬ 
cers: Mrs. J. N. Brunton, hon. presi¬ 
dent; Mrs. F. J. Stewart, president; 
Mrs. W. Smith, secretary; Mrs. Wark 
treasurer. 

The report of the board of manag¬ 
ers was presented in splendid detail by 
Mr. F. J. Stewart, secretary-treasurer. 
The total of church receipts, which in¬ 
clude, collections and subscriptions 
$2356.90, Ladies Aid $226, mission col¬ 
lection $99.20, and a balance from last 
year, amounted to $2764.87. The pay¬ 
ments, which include salaries,, bank 
'oan, interest, light and fuel, and all 
running expenses, were less than the 
receipts by $15.40, the balance carried 
over. The aggregate of receipts in ail 
departments was $3773.67. The church 
and manse properties are entirely free 
of debt, and the only liability that the

The sad duty comes to us again of 
recording the death of one of the 
community. This time it is Sarah

a long residence has resulted in a 
wide acquaintance. Deceased came to 
the country in 1902'with her parents 
ami other members of the family, and 
of those who survive there , are two 
sisters and a Brother, namely, Mr. 
Thos. Kelly ami Mrs. Frank G. Tharle, 
of the Vulcan district, and Mrs. T. M. 
Rickett, of Hanna. The sad event 
took place at the family home oppo¬ 
site Antrim school house, on Monday, 
following an illness of only two days. 
She leaves a family of six children, 
the youngest of which is only eight 
months old. 

The report that has reached Vul¬ 
can is that fire on Tuesday night or 
Wednesday morning destroyed the 
barn and house,, and practically the 
contents of both, on the premises of 
Mr. Wilson Oldfield, some miles dis¬ 
tant from town. The burning of the 
house awoke the inmates only in suf¬ 
ficient time to give them a chance of 
escape, and little indeed was saved, 
in fact it is said that some of the 
members of the family were com¬ 
pelled to make their way to shelter 
without shoes. On their coming out 
of the burning home it was discovered 
that the bam had been totally des¬ 
troyed and wdth it ten or a dozen 
horses, two cows, harness and equip¬ 
ment, and a quantity of feed and other 
articles. The origin of the fire is un¬ 
known, and though the buildings are 
a considerable distance apart, it is 
reasonable to assume that the house \ 
caught from the bam. 

The feature of the circumstance 
which merits gratefulness is the es¬ 
cape of the family, and many friends 
will rejoice with them in their delivery 
from a fatality or injury. The result 
of the fire is a total loss, there being 
no insurance.

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A JUST COMPLAINT 

Is it any wonder farmers are deter¬ 
mined to stay with th^ wheat pool and 
sell their products on a co-operative 
system. Listen to this story by an 
Alberta farmer. This farmer took a 
carload of wheat to the local elevator 
of a grain company and asked if it 
would be possible to ship it to Van¬ 
couver. He was told he could not do 
this unless he had permission from 
Winnipeg and would ship the grain to 
a .firm that would be sure to get it 
shipped and stored, owing to Vancou¬ 
ver congestion. The farmer consign¬ 
ed the car to the elevator agent’s com¬ 
pany with instructions to sell on ar¬ 
rival. For nearly a month following 
he was told in response to his inquir¬ 
ies that the car had not arrived. After 
s month had passed he was notified by 
the grain company’s head office-that 
the car had been unloaded twenty days 
before, the unloading point not being 
stated. He wrote to the chief grain 
inspector and was told that his car 
had been inspected nine days after it 
was shipped sjf Vancouver. The dif¬ 
ference between the date the company 
told him that his car was unloaded 
and the date the chief inspector says 
it was unloaded, was about six cents 
a bushel and the farmer now wants to 
know who is going to get that six 
cents a bushel. He wants it and we 
should say he is entitled to it. But 
probably before he gets what is right¬ 
ly his he will have to make a fif*ht. 
The question is, why should he have 
to constitute himself into a detective 
bureau and later into a fighting ma¬ 
chine, spending both time and money 
to collect what should have rightly 
come to him in the first place without 
any special effort on his part It is 
such foolishness as this on the part of 
elevator and grain companies that 
has driven farmers into such protect¬ 
ive organizations as co-operative 
pools nor can they be blamed. 

HOW WILL THEY ACT? 

How the Laborites of Great Britain 
will act when and if they assume pow¬ 
er is a matter for grave doubt and cu¬ 
rious speculation. That they will not 
last long may be safely predicted. So¬ 
bered by responsibility the Labor Mi¬ 
nisters are sure to lose the support of 
tne frothy, mouthy agitators. They 
have led their people to expect a mil- 
lenium with the advent of Labor gov¬ 
ernment. They believe their fads to 
be specifics for all the ills that afflict 
mankind in an economic sense. Most 
of them will never be tried oven by a 
Labor govemmerit. We do not expect 
to see revolutionary measures put in¬ 
to effect but ^e do expect to see ar, 
era of extravagant spending such n. 
has not been seen since war days. Un¬ 
employment doles will be handed out 
lavishly and unemployment will in¬ 
crease in consequence. The laborites 
have no policy that will provide em¬ 
ployment except such public works as 
they may start for that purpose. They 
certainly have no policy likely to en¬ 
courage private capital to provide em¬ 
ployment. It will be a costly experi 
ment but it may be worth the price if 
it disillusionizes those who put their 
faith in the teachings of socialistic 
agitators. 

RAPIDLY VANISHING 

O. C. Woods, a Nevada trapper, re¬ 
ports that recently he was intent on 
skinning a coyote when he looked up 
to find himself surrounded by a herd 
ol several hundred antelopes. As they 
milled around him, eyeing him curi¬ 
ously, he counted 318 of the creatures. 
A recent animal census taken by fede¬ 
ral trappers estimated the number of 
antelope in that vicinity at 1,500. This 
animal,, however, is sa'id to be van¬ 
ishing rapidly, and the herd in North¬ 
ern Washoe county, Nevada, is believ¬ 
ed to be thfc largest in the United 
States. 


^CHAMPERTY IS ILLEGAL 

Mr. Justice Morrison of B.C. has de¬ 
clared “champerty” illegal, which 
takes away from the legal prof ssion 
of that province a virtual license to 
gamble. “Champerty” perpetqgted 
the “shyster” type of lawyers and it 
was a surprise^to use to learn it was 
permitted. The Vancouver Sun re¬ 
ferring to this says: “So long as a 
lawyer is permitted to take up the 
cause of any ipipecunious client who 
happens to come along, on a speculat¬ 
ive basis, the courts of this province 
will be burdened with inconsequential 
actions, and no sound citizen , can feel 
immune from the legal onslaughts of 
any hare-brained crank who can find 
some hard-up lawyer to take a chance 
with him on a spite case. With this 
practice of champerty banned as il¬ 
legal^ new protection is^fforded both 
private citizens and respectable mem¬ 
bers of the legal fraternity. If a man 
is sincere in his desire to institute le¬ 
gal proceedings against somebody 
else, he should be willing to guarantee 
that sincerity by depositing the re¬ 
quired retainer \^ith the man who is 
to act as his legal advisor.”,! 

A SILLY RESOLUTION 

The Ministerial Association of To- 
tonto should not meet so often and 
when they do meet they should avoid 
resolutions calculated to bring tfiem 
into ridicule. Last week they passed 
one deploring the publicity given by 
the newspapers to Red Ryan as calcu¬ 
lated to incite others to similar crimes. 
He is a queer mortal who can read 
anything about Red Ryan and feel like 
emulating him# That desperado can 
acquit himself of any blame for what 
others may do throtigh reading what 
he has done. Any person who “tarts 
cut on a crihunal career because of 
that would have found some other and 
better excuse if this were not avail¬ 
able. Everything reported in the news¬ 
papers about him was a warning to 
ethers bo avoid his example. When 
ihe Toronto Ministerial Association 
meets it feels- that it has re “resolute” 
about something. At its next meeting 
it would do well bo consider a resolu¬ 
tion to avoid resolutions if it cannot 
“resolute” to a better purpose than it 
did in the case of Red Ryan.—Kincar¬ 
dine Review. 

THE NEW LIQUOR BILL 

A summary of the new liquor.bill 
which is to be presented to the legis¬ 
lature early in the session, has been 
published. ' The bill provides for th< 
appointment of a liquor oontrol board 
of not more than three members, and 
of only one member if found advis¬ 
able.. The bill also provides for the 
licensing of the sale of beer in club 
premises attached to hotels, under cer¬ 
tain regulations, and for the sale of 
beer and liquor to individuals under a 
permit system. The bill will prohibit 
consumption of liquor in hotel pre¬ 
mises save in guest rooms by bona 
fide guests, will also prohibit the ad¬ 
vertising of liquor and the existence 
of bar signs. The local option provisi¬ 
ons provide for petition of 25 per cent 
of the vote in any municipality for 
tire setting up of local option. Heavy 
penalties are provided for infractions. 
The net profits from the operation of 
the act are to be divided between the 
province and the municipalities. 

ALBERTA EXHIBITS GO ABROAD 

Shipment was made the past week 
of the Alberta Seed Grain Exhibit 
which is to be placed at the British 
Empire Exhibition in co-operation 
with the Dominion Seed Branch at Ot¬ 
tawa. This exhibit will be substan¬ 
tially the same, but on a somewhat 
enlarged scale, of the exhibit recently 
shown at Chicago International Show, 
by the Provincial Seed Branch. The 
exhibit shown at Chicago was also 
shipped to the T. Eaton farm pro¬ 
ducts exposition being held in Winni¬ 
peg in February. The seed grain ex¬ 
hibits which took premiums at the re-" 
cent Provincial Seed Fair have also 
been entered in the Eaton Exposition. 

APPRECIATE CANADIANS 

A Hamilton, J0nt., lady, recently re¬ 
turned from abroad, finds that wear¬ 
ing a maple leaf badge • helps very 
much in travelling,especially in Franee 
where it is respected. At one restaur¬ 
ant where she had lunch, the proprie¬ 
tor - absolutely refused to accept pay¬ 
ment, he was so pleased to see a Ca¬ 
nadian lady, and on many another oc¬ 
casion she had difficulty in gettkig 
people to accept payment for their 
services. 


. THE CURSE OF McADOO 

V _ 

Until the notorious JdcAdoo labor 
award is ironed out and thrown away, 
transportation conditions oq,- this 
North American continent cannot get 
down to normal and the railways will 
labor under a burden which in turn is 
borne with suffering by the working 
public. The McAdoo award was,pri¬ 
marily a wtu - measure. It’s first effect 
was to increase salaries, .shorten hours 
and enlarge the staffs of railways. It’s 
purpose was to make Mr. McAdoo 
president. Unhappily, long after the 
exigencies of war conditions have 
passed, its effects still remain. In 
small stations where one man was 
solely in charge and who really worlN 
ed about two hours a day, three men 
were put in—and three still remain. 

-Conductors' on little runs of two and 
three hours were awarded salaries ol. 
$400 and $500 a month, biakemen and 
firemen on a comparative scale. They 
still get it. The total result is that 
the McAdoo award is still costing this 
continent fully 25 per cent of -.its 
transportation bill. Of even greater 
harmful effect is the psychological re¬ 
sult of maintaining thousands of men 
in comparative idleness. An idle man 
is not only a curse to himself but a 
millstone around the neck of the in¬ 
dustry he pretends to serve. The Ca¬ 
nadian National, being a government 
owned railway does not feel like 
breaking the deadlock. The Canadian 
Pacific, being a privately-owned road, 
does not like to be the “goat” and bear 
the brunt of ensuing labor troubles. 
And so this great incubus is still 
fastened onto the country’s neck re¬ 
tarding its progress towards prosperi- 

I ty. Transportation is the lifebl-oOd^of 
any country and it is absolutely up to 
railroad executives to get their lines 
operating at costs the traffic can bear. 
The effect of the McAdoo award must 
be wiped out sometime. And there 
should be railway brains in Canada 
capable of making a start towards 
that end.—Vancouver Sun.

Believing that the Albert^ produ¬ 
cers of grain are the interests chiefly" 
concerned in tlje economical handling 
of grain through the Pacific Coast 
port of Vancouver, the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment and Board of Trade of Ed¬ 
monton jointly sent a Commissioner 
to the coast city, at the invitation of 
the Harbor Commission, to investigate 
circumstances surrounding' the pro¬ 
posal to increase the harbor charges 
cn grain to 6 cents a ton. J. D. O. 
Mothersill, who was selected for this 
mission, has .made his report to the 
government, which declares in effect 
that the six cent charge is not justi¬ 
fied. On the strength of the report, 
Premier Greenfield has wired to the 
government at Ottawa,’ asking that 
the proposed rate be suspended, at 
least for the balance of the present 
crop shipping season, and that no in¬ 
creases be made in charges on the 
grain movement until the Alberta 
government has been given full op¬ 
portunity to majfe representations, 
and further, the premier, asks that a 
conference be arranged between both 
governments to examine all questions 
regarding the policy for future de¬ 
veloping of grain handling.facilities on 
the Pacific coast. 

REAL ADVICE 

Roger Babson is the author of a 
good deal of wise and homely advice. 
In Toronto the other' day he said, 
among other things, the following: 
“They are selling Canada to the down- 
and outers of Great Britain, while 
your own young men of education and 
means are leaving Canada for the 
United States. It is A crime, and you 
ought to be ashamed of it whether 
you are fathers or heads of provinc¬ 
es,” and then he added, “I suggest 
that during 1924 you cut out the 
frills; you buckle up your belt a little 
tighter; you pay your bills and make 
other people pay their bills; you keep 
your inventories down to a proper 
figure; you cut out speculation; you 
live the life the Lord intended you 
should live in. business as well as in 
social life."

Sentiment in Favor of Pool Qaining 
Groundi \ 

Favorable comment on the opera¬ 
tion of the Iwjigaffpool is heard quite 
generously thesj days. Although at 
the time of organization, as well as 
at # thq time of the commencement of 
operations the pool, there existed; 
considerable doubt as to the benefits 
to he derived from such an agency, the 
sentiment in favor of the wheat pool 
now appears to be gaining ground 
very rapidly, among the business men 
of'the small towns as well as among 
the farmers. The doubts as to the 
practical operation hav.e been removed 
by the comparatively smooth working 
of the organization. And when the 
magnitude of the undertaking is consi¬ 
dered, and the obstacles and opposi¬ 
tion to such a project realized, the 
present practical and efficient func¬ 
tioning of the pool is appreciated. And. 
-with confidence established in the abi¬ 
lity of the ppol to operate and secure 
practical results over individual sell¬ 
ing, there is coming now a further re¬ 
cognition on the part of the farmers 
end business men alike, of some of 
the indirect benefits to _be derived 
through such a selling method. Such 
for instance as the spreading of the 
farmers yearly, retufn over a longer 
period, which will in the future tend 
toward conservation on the part of 
the farmer, and give to the business 
man some relief from credit extension.

In the last issue of the Nor’ West

“Onward Christian Soldiers,

With the Cross of Jesus, 

Going Hid behind the door.” 

It is said that the bishop saw the 
equal sum to a common fund, and the 
, hymn, as it was first written, went in¬ 
to the Anglican hymn book and be¬ 
came popular. So popular did “On¬ 
ward Christian Soldiers” become that 
it was an easy favorite in the army. 
The, soldier has a passion for gambl¬ 
ing, and with very little else besides 
poli shing his buttons to occupy hi^ at- 
tention, he would bet about anything. 
In some units the hymns to be select¬ 
ed for the Sunday morning service 
were always an occasion for betting, 
and “Onward Christian Soldiers” was 
usually quoted at even, though odds of 
twenty to one were obtainable against 
the selection of some of the less fa¬ 
vored tunes. 

To youth the world is full of pos¬ 
sibilities, to middle age of probabili¬ 
ties and to old age too often of liabili¬ 
ties. 


GOVERNMENT FINANCING 

Radical changes in the accounting' 
system of the provincial government, 
calculated to tighten control of the 
executive council over all expenditur¬

- U. F. A. SHOW SOLIDITY 

_„ ■ t 

The U V F.A. convention held at Ed¬ 
monton last week was marked by 
earnestness and determination to car¬ 
ry on as a group, both economic and 
political and their solidity was never 
rhore forcefully shown as on that oc¬ 
casion is the opinion of a prominent 
man who attended the convention as 
an interested spectator. The general 
tone of the delegates was one of hope 
that conditions harrassing agriculture 
might be solved before the industry 
collapsed. Co-operative marketing en¬ 
gaged the attention of the delegates, 
and the association committed itself 
definitely to a whole hearted and pro¬ 
vince wide support of the wheat pool. 
It was generally agreed that the con¬ 
tract system of co-operative market¬ 
ing was the most satisfactory one, as 
it bound the members together, mak¬ 
ing for unity and strength. The 
sweeping return of H. W. Wood to 
'office was a personal tribute to that 
gentleman and an expression of confi¬ 
dence in his leadership. The conven¬ 
tion also gave its general endorsation 
to the Greenfield government and of 
the leadership of the premier. 

PROSPERS ON MAH JONGG 

East wind, west wind and-all the 
other oriental subleties of Mah Jongg 
have created a new industry for Chi¬ 
na. The rate at which western devo¬ 
tees of the game are increasing is 
making it difficult for Chinese firms 
to meet the demand, to judge from a 
report to the department of trade and 
commerce fronj.'J. W. Ross, Canadian 
trade commissioner in Shanghai. Mr. 
Ross says: “One or two factories for 
the manufacture of Mah Jongg sets 
have been started by foreigners in 
Shanghai, one employing about 400 
people, but the great bulk of the sets 
• are made by native workmen in their 
own houses or in small shops. In the 
native city of- Shanghai, whole streets 
are given over to the.work. The same 
applies to other cities. “The rapid 
growth of the Mah Jongg industry 
has caused a demand for the shin 
bones of oxen and cows, which is be¬ 
coming difficult to fill, so that all fo¬ 
reign countries are being drawn upon 
for supplies of this material. The 
cost has also increased very greatly; 
at the present time bones from Ameri¬ 
can stockyards are quoted at about 
$200 gold per ton, where formerly 
there was little demand for this article 
from any country. 

David Ritchie, chief of police at Cal¬ 
gary has been offered a similar post in 
the city of Vancouver.

The acreage under field crops in Ca¬ 
nada has almost trebled since 1900, 
and nearly 37,500,000 acres of new 
land was brought under cultivation— 
an area slightly larger than that of 
England and Wales combined. More 
than 27,000,000 acres, or about three- 
quarters of the total addition to the 
cultivated' area, was placed under 
wheat and oats. 


The total loss in hail last year in 
Alberta was $2,415,000, which jm- 
braccd £776 claims. There are 136 
municipal districts and all but 16 had 
crop damage from hail. The total 
risk last year was $21,00,000 and the 
rate had been set at 12 per cent. There 
is still uncollected in hail taxes the 
sum of $1,600,000. Drastic changes 
will be made in the hail act this year. 


DAIRY INDUSTRY 

It is very interesting to ,not(\that 
Alberta’s dairy productsr last ybqr 
brought in a revenue of $22,975,000. 
These figures are from the annual re¬ 
port of C. P. Marker, dairy commis¬ 
sioner for the province. This only in¬ 
dicates a small increase over 1922. The 
Lethbrdge Herald says that in the 
| Lethbridge railway division it is t esti¬ 
mated the turnover was $2,500,000>or 
about ten per cent of the total for one 
quarter brought a return of over 
$100,000,000 while in the Lethbridge 
railway division it brought in the sum 
of about $30,000,000. There is still 
lots of room for the dairy industry to 
expand in Southern Alberta, not only 
in this part of the province but also 
in the irrigation area. In the state 
of Wisconsin dairy products represent 
1 fqre than 80% of the total farm pro- 
(liictioh and wheat less than 7%. 
Farmers need not fear that there will 
pot be a market for dairy products. 
Great Britain imported last year more 
thari 400,000,000 pounds of butter and 
cf this Canada supplied little more 
than 25,000,000 pounds. If we make 
the best brand of butter we have a 
world market before us. The farmers 
of Alberta, in co-operation with the 
government should co-operate in a de¬ 
finite policy to double the dairying in¬ 
dustry of the province during the year

MONTHLY REPORT 

The Canadian Bank of Commerce 
December Report of Conditions 

The general business situation dur¬ 
ing December was on the whole satis¬ 
factory throughout Canada. At the 
close of November the 1 number of 
employees actually at work was sub¬ 
stantially greater than a year ago, 
and it is unlikely that the seasonal de¬ 
cline in employment in December was 
asy more pronounced than in former 
years. During the month factories 
have operated as actively as in No¬ 
vember, and the prospect is that, after 
the holiday season is over, work will 
be resumed'on the basis of a normal 
output. For every factory reported 
as comparatively inactive there is an¬ 
other reported as working to capacity. 
TheYeis, however,=no -unusual activity, 
the crop has been so heavy as to tax 
the facilities of the country for ,hand- 
I ing and carrying grain. The prices 1 
obtained for our chief agricultural 
products, grain and cattle, are still 
lew, but the gross proceeds represent 
to an increasing extent tangible 
wealth which is being sent abroad and 
accepted there in settlement of_ our 
maturing and curent obligations. The 
monthly reports of our foreign trade 
show an-expansion that is encourag¬ 
ing. On the other hand there are 
some complaints as to the volume of 
domestic trade at the end of the year, 
but the results as a whole have been 
satisfactory. If there has been less 
Christmas buying than usual it may 
reasonably be set down to an increase 
in personal economy, especially in the 
rural districts. With one or two excep¬ 
tions, however, all the populous cen¬ 
tres report an activity in business in 
December as great as a year ago. 
There is no special reason why trade 
should be dull, when the railways, fac¬ 
tories and mercantile establishments 
are distributing in the form of wages 
as large sums, if not larger, than in 
1921 or 1922. 

Conditions in Canada may not be so 
actively prosperous as in the United 
States, but they are on the whole as 
favourable as elsewhere. Almost 
every country other than Canada is 
being faced with one or more serious 
economic problems, such as unemploy¬ 
ment, food supply, unprofitable busi¬ 
ness or financial disorder. It is true 
that we find in our chief industry, that 
of agriculture, a discontent with the 
profits derived from it, which is only 
natural in view of the declirfe in the 
prices of grain and cattle to a point 
out of accord with the prices of other 
commodities, jit should be remember¬ 
ed, however, that the condition of the 
cattle raiser and wheat grower in Ca¬ 
nada is at least as favourable as it is 
elsewhere. One reason for this i§ that 
the Canadian farmer is tiot so heavily 
in debt; another, that his operations 
have not been subject to as much gov¬ 
ernment interference, in the matter of 
tariff, fixing of prices, and govern¬ 
ment credits. In this connection, par¬ 
ticular mention mdy be made of the 
glowing burden of funded debt being 
borne by the farmers of the United 
States. In one of the counties of Ne¬ 
braska, for instance, a largo number 
of farmers have borrowed from the 
Federal Farm Loans board, on the se¬ 
curity pf their land, as much as $100 
per acre, or $16,000 per quarter sec¬ 
tion, and their fixed chaiges alone, in¬ 
clusive of taxes, exceed $1,100 a year. 
-TheJLxeiL charges—o f the Canadian 
prairie farmer situated on similar land 
average only one-fifth of this amount. 

It is no wonder, therefore, that the 
farmer in the United States is con¬ 
tinually urging the government to fa¬ 
cilitate his operations by granting still 
larger credits or by artificially regu¬ 
lating the market. The Argentine if 
another country the products of which 
compete with ours. The attempt made 
there recently to fix a price for live 
cattle for export has produced demo¬ 
ralisation in the Argentinian packing 
business, with the inevitable result 
that the producer, in this case the 
stock raiser, has suffered. The move¬ 
ment toMfard government control has 
m the United States chiefly taken the 
form of a demand for a still more 
drastic tariff in order to protect the 
wheat-grower, and for direct advaqflef ’ 
to aid him in other respects, but the 
very fact that protection and assist¬ 
ance of this nature have already been 
afforded, without giving any great re¬ 
lief, does not promise well for the suc¬ 
cess of such measures, should they be 
further extended. 

In Canada the fixing of prices by 
the government or attempts irt that 
direction did not long survive the pe¬ 
riod of the war, nor have similar 
movements of a voluntary character 
gained much headway. The consensus 
of opinion of those engaged in the 
production and distribution of our 
chief products to the various world 
markets is that such markets cannot 
be controlled and that prices must ac¬ 
commodate themselves to the law of 
supply and demand. Hence there has 
been but little government interfer¬ 
ence with prices, and the provision 
made for subsidized government cre¬ 
dit has reached only limited propor¬ 
tions, as compared with the sifuation 
in other countries the products of 
which enter into competition with our

WHEAT YIELD LOW ON A TECHNICALITY 

In U.S. Cost High—Department of Slip-shod Methods in taking Affidavits. 
Agriculture has Complete Analy- >. Are Condemned by Judge Walsh 
sis—Many Problems / And Gives Judgement 


Wheat production costs were' very 
high in the majority of the states dur¬ 
ing the past season, according to a re¬ 
port made by the United Sta'es de¬ 
partment of agriculture to the pre.'-i- 
t'.ent. Commenting on the analysis the 
Chicago Trade Bulletin says: It is sel¬ 
dom that a report made by a govern¬ 
ment body gives such frank state¬ 
ments as are embodied in the wheat 
summary. It should not he regarded 
in the light of what effect it would 
have on market values but rather as 
a real effort to throw light OB,a situa¬ 
tion* that has been extremeljv^uzzling 
to the producer as well as the grain 
trade. It cost on an average of $1.21 
per bushel, to produce wheat in the 
Dakotas and Minnesota this year, 
without allowance for the rent of the 
land, while in Kansas, Nebraska and 
Missouri the cost was $1.20 per bush¬ 
el. The price obtained for the wheat 
in the northwest when the report was 
completed '"was 91c and in the south¬ 
west 94c per .bushel, according to the 
department. If land rent is included, 
the cost in the northwest is around 
$1.61 and in the southwest $1.64 per 
bushel. This high cost is owing to 
several factors. One of these is the 
big expansion of acreage in the semi- 
arid territory, where yields are uncer¬ 
tain owing to lack of sufficient rain, 
fall the average being 10 to 20 inches 
per annum. In Ford county, Kansas, 
which is in the semi-arid area, the 
overage yield for the past 12 years 
has been 7.2 bushels per acre, while jn 
McPherson county, Kansas, in the 
eemi-humid bglt, it has been 13.1 
bushels. Ford county has had an av¬ 
erage abandonment of acreage during 
that period of 37.1 per cent and Mt 
I’hcrson county 9.4 per cent. As both' 
counties have a big acreage, the loss¬ 
es are important factors. How^ to 
overcome this is the big task ahead of 
the farmer, as well as the department 
of agriculture, whieh must undertake 
a campaign of education on diversifi¬ 
cation. In view of the Jact that the 
report shows that 2,000,000 farms de¬ 
rive the better part of their income 
from wheat, the task is huge. There 
is a strong probability that farmers 
w r ill not obtain more than production 
costs for wheat for some years to 
come, in view of the rapid expansion 
of acreage in agricultural activity in 
Europe and in Argentine. It is point¬ 
ed out that the world’s production of 
3,461,000,000 bushels this year is 600,- 
000,000 bushels in excess of the pre¬ 
war average, exclusive of Russia and 
the latter furnished only 164,000,000 
bushels yearly to importing countries 
before the war. Numerous problems 
must be solved before diversification 
can be said to have been completed 
(pid-the crop cut down to about actual 
domestic requirements. In some sec¬ 
tions the land may be profitab'y em¬ 
ployed in raising flax seed which crop 
is only about 50 per cent, of the annu¬ 
al requirements of the country. There 
arc many farmers who are financially 
sound and can be saved by a loan suf¬ 
ficient to tide them over the diversifi¬ 
cation period'. On this account the 
president is giving a great deal of at¬ 
tention to the proposed plam for rr 
$50,000,000 revolving fund to aid that 
work. 


Because an affidavit was taken 
without the. formality of calling upon 
God as a witness, Mr. Justice Walsh, 
hi the supreme court dismissed the ac¬ 
tion brought by the Crown Lumber Co. 
against J. J. O’Conner, a Calgary bar¬ 
rister, to recover value of certain lum¬ 
ber used to construct a house on his 
property. The fact that the judgment 
had been based op this technicality 
may have a far reaching effect. The 
judgment was given on a mechanic’s 
lien action, brought by. the lumber 
company against O’Conner, as owner 
of land on which a house was built for 
him by a contractor named Hickle. The 
contractor was paid a stated sum by 
O’Conner as owner of the property,for 
the amount of the value of the lum¬ 
ber. A lien had already been filed 
against the pioperty. An affidavit was 
filed in the land titles office, signed by 
McLean, an officer ol the lumber com¬ 
pany which had been sworn before M. 
H. Wheatley, commissioner for the 
province of Alberta, who was also an 
officer of the company. The defence 
proved that the affidavit had not been 
properly sworn, as a bible was not 
used. It had been made out by a clerk, 
agreed to by Mr. Hickle, and signed 
v. ithout an oath being taken.* H.P.O. 
tJavary, counsel for O’Connor, held 
that the lien was not supported by an 
affidavit as required under the act. A 
section of the act provides that after 
a certain time the lien shall cease to 
exist unless in the meantime the per¬ 
son claiming it files an affidavit sworn 
before any person authorized tt> take 
oaths, the affidavit to be filed against 
the property in the land titles office, ' 

“In my opinion,” stated the judge, 
“a document purporting to be an af¬ 
fidavit is 4n fact and in Jaw an affida¬ 
vit only when the deponent has been 
sworn or has affirmed or declared in 
one of the' forms authorized.” Quot¬ 
ing the supreme court of England, the 
judge declared that chancellor and all 
other judges was that the essence of 
an oath was an appeal to the Supreme 
Being, in whose existence the person 
taking the oath believed, and whom he 
believed to be a rewarder of truth and 
an avenger of falsehood.” In dismis¬ 
sing the action, Mr. Justice Walsh said 
that the oath was not binding as the 
“bible was not used and God was not 
called upon to witness the right of 
the statements made in the affidavit. 
This judgmop/,” he said, “ will, I hope 
draw attention to the dangers arising 
out of the slipshod metltods of making 
and taking affidavits, which, it is prac¬ 
tically common ■ knowledge, prevail in 
this province. It is high time that 
those to whom is committed the pow- 
e"- to administer an oath begin to rea¬ 
lize the sanctity of it and to recognize 
the importance of making what pur¬ 
ports to be an affidavit sworn before 
them one in substance and in fact, as 
well as in form.
